"As  a  supporter  of  the  nuclear  freeze  movement,  it  would  be 
inconsistent  for  me  to  cast  my  vote  In  favor  of  homeporting  the  U.S. 
Missouri.   It  is  my  firm  belief  that  United  States  foreign  policy 
must  be  geared  toward  freezing  and  eliminating  these  God-awful 
weapons.   And  since  the  Reagan  administration  has  made  a  sincere 
initiative  toward  arms  control  and  reduction,  the  deployment  of  the 
Tomahawk  Cruise  Missiles  will  constitute  a  serious  problem  for  those 
negotiations . 

"Verification  is  the  Key  to  a  nuclear  freeze  agreement.   And 
since  the  Tomahawk  Missiles  are  so  small  in  size  and  since  it  Is 
difficult.  If  not  impossible,  to  differentiate  between  the  nuclear 
and  non-nuclear  version,  these  missiles  make  verification  of  any 
arms  control  agreements  virtually  impossible.   Thus,  it  is 
inconsistent  to  support  a  verifiable  nuclear  freeze  agreement  on  the 
one  hand,  and  support  the  deployment  of  the  Tomahawk  Cruise  Missiles, 
which  will  be  carried  on  the  battleship  Missouri,  on  the  other. 
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"The  battleship  Missouri  will  initially  be  able  to  carry  32 
Tomahawk  cruise  missiles.   The  Navy  plans  to  upgrade  them  to 
eventually  carry  as  many  as  360.   The  accompanying  cruisers  and 
destroyers  will  carry  an  additional  112  missiles.   The  nuclear 
warheads  carried  on  these  missiles  are  200  kiloton  strategic  weapons. 
Each  Tomahawk  missile  is  16  times  more  powerful  than  the  bomb  dropped 
on  Hiroshima. 

"There  is  always  controversy  over  the  estimates  of  jobs  created 
when  the  Navy  homeports  vessels.   The  Navy,  the  City  and  the 
Opponents  all  put  out  estimates  and  usually  each  group  comes  up  with 
different  figures.   For  instance,  in  the  matter  of  the  Navy 
homeporting  the  USS  Iowa  in  New  York  City,  supporters  initially 
estimated  the  creation  of  9.000  jobs:  the  Navy  reduced  the  job 
estimate  to  900  and  then  further  reduced  the  estimate  to  500  jobs. 

"Jobs  estimated  refer  to  service-related  positions;  i.e.. 
janitors,  commissary  workers,  etc.  --  all  non  skilled. 

"In  connection  with  the  homeporting  of  the  Missouri  Surface 
Group,  it  is  estimated  that  300  actual  jobs  will  be  created  PLUS 
shipyard  jobs. 

"Of  the  300  jobs  estimated,  there  is  no  guarantee  that  local 

workers  will  be  hired.   The  Navy  can  hire  family  members  of  the 

crews  of  ships  to  fill  these  jobs  thereby  supplementing  the  Navy 
families'  income.   As  a  rule,  this  is  what  the  Navy  does. 

"The  Navy  sets  aside  25\  of  the  ship  repair  work  to  be  done  at 
the  homeport;  the  other  75\  is  put  up  for  bid.   San  Francisco  can 
bid  on  the  75\  but  history  has  been  that  Southern  California 
underbids  consistently. 

"In  summary,  supporters  of  homeporting  consistently  overstate 
the  numbers  of  jobs  homeporting  the  Missouri  brings. 

"ALSO,  the  Navy  is  committed  to  homeporting  four  training 
vessels  at  Treasure  Island  (and  possible  up  to  13  ships)  that  will 
not  be  carrying  nuclear  weapons.   These  ships  will  create  jobs  for 
shipyard  workers.   So.  the  Navy  will  be  homeporting  ships  in  San 
Francisco  even  if  the  Missouri  is  not  homeported  in  San  Francisco. 

"FURTHER,  strong  efforts  are  being  made  in  the  Congress  to 
improve  the  Merchant  Marine  fleet.   These  efforts  plus  the  expanding 
trade  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Basin  nations  will 
result  in  the  creation  of  maritime-related  jobs  here.
